EDITOR'S CHAIR 

BHlngualism's Prospects 
Are Dim at Laurentian 

Claude Dcmers, editor of the French edition of Lambda, has asked 
mo to write a short article for French Lambda on the subject, "The 
future of the French language at Laurentian University." It !s, of course, 
a subject which, to be frank, is primarily the concent of the French com- 
munity at Laurentian* Nevertheless, there are some In the English section 
who are interested and concerned about the way things are going for 
the French section, I do not doubt that the majority of English speaking 
students feel that they function as students entirely without reference to 
the French fact Other than a first year course In the language their 
contact with French, linguistically and culturally, Is nearly nil. 

John Rose, president of the Students' General Association, stated In 
his platform, "I see no reason why the P" g " * h should have to safeguard 
their rights and bear the total burden of supporting the rights of the 
French section as well. If we pride ourselves with being equals, and If 
the facilities for equality are in all instances present, the onus for 
adequately presenting French ideas lies with the French sector** 1 This, 
I feel, k a f air exposition of tho facts. The fate of the French language 
at Laurentian lies entirely in French hands. Certainly there Ib no student 
who Is not aware of the attempts made by some members of the French 
section to insure and preserve the rights guaranteed to them by the charter 
of the university and by the constitution of the SGA. TUs is, however, 
not what John Rose, in my opinion has in mind. OTiese activities and 
demands, while they are generally justified, are negative In nature. They 
are stop-gap measures. The passionate fanaticism engendered by the 
absence of bilingual signs on washroom doors is to be deplored by French 
and English alike. 

It Is going to take a lot of extremely bard and long work by every 
single member of the French section to preserve their language and culture 
at Laurentian, The ratio of French to English students has dropped. 
Last year there were less than 200 French to 500 English. This year 
there are less than 200 French to 700 English. This pattern will continue 
for many years to, come. This means that the French section will have 
to work constantly just to hold their ground.
